the beginning of the demonstration.

Improving Vulgar Appe tites 


Hotel catering managers recently were addressed by 
a chef who complained that Americans eat only coarse 
and vulgar foods. They "have no food which develops 
a fastidious taste.’’ 
The catering gentlemen took the 
warning so seriously that they appointed a committee 
to found a school for training chefs to prepare foods 
which would "create fastidious appetites." 
It Is plain to see that the art known to dietitians as 
"fussing up food" is on the run. 
America is coming to 
demand simpler foods more simply prepared. 
There 
may -not be so much profit to the botel bi clear soup, 
roast beef, spinach, a simple salad or a fruit dessert as 
there used to be In a long array of courses mostly con­ 
sisting of food elaborately prepared and mysteriously 
named. 
But there is more profit to the customer who 
has energy enough left for other things than digestion.

Q. 
When was the trade acceptance first used in 
America? J. L. C. 
A. The acceptance in America dates back to the time 
when England sent goods to Virginia and boats took 
back tobacco. 
The manner in which an acceptance was 
then created was by the buyer writing the word ‘'ac­ 
cepted" on the bill for the goods, which was paid from 
the proceeds of the return cargo of tobacco and vice 
versa. 
The use of the acceptance was continued by the 
Southern planters of cotton and tobacco in the United 
States practically up to the time of the Civil War. Its 
discontinuance afterwards was due to a large extent to 
ti 5 passing out of existence of the Bank of the United 
States and the dislocation of credits during the war, also 
the desire on the part of the people to supply them­ 
selves with hard money, to the detriment of commercial 
paper values. With passage of the Federal Rerserve Act, 
the re-establishment of an unlimited field for rediscount 
of domestic trade acceptances was created by the Fed­ 
eral Reserve Board.

The “ ’Tis Mince,” ” ’Tain’t Mince’’ old lady had 
nothing on those patriots who see a British naval threat 
in the government announcement that Great Britain 
will lay down only one cruiser this year instead of the 
three it originally planned.
